This English debt was contracted in 1650, or 
rather a number of old debts were lumped 
together and an additional amounf of money 
borrowed, enough to make $30,000,000, on 
which the Mexican Goyernment promised to 
pay interest at the rate of three per cent. It 
paid one coupon andthen got tired, and has 
paid nointerest since, but has never ques- 
tioned the validity of the debt, and, with in- 
terest, the debt now amounts to some $105,- 
000,000, at which amount it is placed in all 
the Treasury reports. If Mexico proposes to 
pay six per cent on half this amount and 
nine per cent on $20,000,000 this means an 
addition to the present expenses of nearly 
$5,000,000 per annum, and as the revenue is 
insufficient to meet the present expenditures, 
it is hard to believe that the interest will be 
paid for more than a year or two. ‘The 
Mexican finances are getting into a muddle 
which can not fail.to cause uneasiness 
among those who have cherished high hopes 
of the Republic.

The Post-Dispatcu did not acquit little 
Puit THOMPSON, nor did it say “bravo” to 
that maudlin public sentiment in Harrods- 
burg and elsewhere, which sought to screen 
a cowardly denial of justice behind the 
pratense that lawlessness protected the 
sanctity of home. On this question the 
Post-DisPATcu has taken the only position 
consistent with civilization and order. 

But the same reasons which compel us to 
condemn the act of Puri THOMPSON, and to 
condemn the public sentiment which acquit- 


ted him, lead us irresistibly to condemn, with | 


equal positiveness, the supposition that an 
injured wife should be permitted .to take in 
her hands the illegal redress which the 
THOMPSON verdict awards to the husband. 

Our view of the matter is simply this: 
Marriage isa contract of which the very 
essence is mutual affection and voluntary 
consent. When these disappear, their place 
cannot be supplied by the pistol, and a 
society which says that the only safeguard 
of the sanctity of marriage is the right of 
private murder, is stillin a state of abject 
and hopeless barbarism, as far as the mar- 
riage relation is concerned, If the husband is 
not man enough to keep his wife as he won 
her, his failure as a husband does not give 
him right of life and death over her. If the 
wife cannot keep the affections of her 
husband, she must stand the loss, but 
she must not expect the sun and moon to 
stand still and the world to go back into the 
ages of barbarism to permit her to wreak 
her vengeance on society merely because her 
married life has been a failure. 

In other words, the husband is neither the 
slaye nor chattel of the wife, nor is the wife 
the slave or chattel of the husband, and 
marriage gives no one an authority over the 
life or Welfare of others, save in accordance 
with law.

Injustice to Mexico. 
ST. Louis, MO., May 19, 1883. 
To the Fditor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In an editorial articie entitled ‘Our Slow Neigh- 
bors,” published in your issue of yesterday, there 
are several errors which, if not corrected, would 
reflect unjustly on the Mexican Government. You 
refer toatelegram to the effect that, during the 
quarantine season, all mails for Mexico must be 
sent by New York, and you &tate that there is no 
other arrangement by which malls, goods or 
passengers can reach the City of Mexico. You 
also, unjustly, infer that it is Mexico that has 
established a quarantine against the United 
States: thatacitizen of Monterey‘or Chihuahua 
who wishes to repair to the Mexican capital has 
no shorter way than to cross the United States to 
New York, “eross the ocean” to Vera Cruz, and 
make a journey of 5,000 miles to reach a point 500 
miles away. You also assert that “‘not a finger 
has been lifted in Mexico to anticipate the com- 
pletion of the railroad by starting atpony express 
or aé stage line,” that “the Government still 
charges twenty-five cents internal postage for a 
single ietter, and that, with the cxception of the 
railroad subsidies, Mexico stands where she did 
when the boom commenced.” 

Now, Mr. Editor, all this is unjust. Were 1t not 
for the financial aid that the Mexican Govern- 
ment has extended for twelve years or more toa 
couple of American 8S 8S. lines,there would 
hot be, in all probability, any regular communl- 
cation between the Athuntic and Guif and Pacific 
seaports of the United States and those of Mexi- 
co. The guarantee you speak of was_estabuiishb- 
eaby New Orleans against Mexico, Mexican 
business men, as well as those in the Mississippi 
Valley who are interested in the Mexican 
trade, have, time and again, pro- 
tested against the questionable wisdom of practi- 
cally sealing the Fulf ports of this vay to Span- 
ish-American trade during six months of each 
Itis the Post-office Department at Wash- 
ington that has issted the order that mails for 
Mexico—mMeaning the exchange offices that are 
reached by the Atlantic sea route—must be sent 
via New York, Far from there being no other 
arrangements lor the transportation ot the mails, 
merchandise and agen to the city of Mex- 
ico As you state, there are, and always have been, 
regular stace lines running between the terminus 
ofthe Mexican Central and Mexican Nationai 
Rallroads from Saltille to Ban Luis Potosl and 
Lagos, and from SaQto Rosalia to Zacate- 
cas, Aguascalientes and other potuts within easy 
reach of the railroads @jready runbing thence to 
the City of Mexico. 

So that there is no necessity for such a detour 
of the continent, as you state, unless the traveler 
may wish to “cross the ocean” by coasting along 
the United States to Vera Cruz, 

Postage for a single rate (14 02.) letter in Mexico 
is only ten cenis, and the rate of postage to near- 
ly ali foreign countries, within the Postal Union, 
is only six. 

Asto tie assertion that Mexico has made no 
headway, with the exceptiOn of the granting of 
railroad subsidies, it is sufficiently refuted by 
every unprejuaiced and intelligent traveler that 
has visited the country within the past few years. 

It is manfiestly unfair to compare Mexico to 
the United States in matters of material progress, 
inasmuch asthe former has enjoyed only about 
seven years of uninterrupted peace during the 
sixty-two years of her political life as an in- 
dependent nation, while in this respect the United 
States has hadahalf century more of freedom 
from the tutelage of the mother country.

Retail Prices of Sundry Suppties that Cheer 
the Innér Man. 


The Sunday marketers were out in force at 


Union Market this morning, and the stands were’ 


well laden with the “delicacies of the season.” 
Considerable fear was felt by the vege- 
table dealers that the heavy storm 


last night would beat down the straw- 
berry crop and make the supply “sandy.”

Southern peas, 60 cents per peck; cucumbers, 
5 and 10 cents each; new potatoes, 4 and 50 cents 
per peck.

THE IRON HORSE. 


Mr. C. B. Kinvan Retiresas A. G. P. A. of 
the Gould System—News Notes. 


Mr. N. R. Warwick, commercial agent consol” 
idated systems at Cincinnatl,is in town (0-day. 


The reports of the Vandalia show that yester- 
day the main line hauled 285 through and 1,292 
local passengers. The local passengers hauled by 
the T.H. & L. Division were 913 in number. 
Although a very fine showing, Col. Hill says it is 
hardly up to the average, and that all winter the 
average was fully as large. 

Mr. T. H. Yramp, of The Hague, Holland, is in 
the city on his return from an extended tour of 
the narrow gauge interests of the West, especially 
the Denver and Rio Grande systems. Mr. Tramp 
is largely interested in the railway securities of 

his company, and his trip is in the interests of a 
heavy syndicate of Holland bond-holders. 

An order has been issued from the innermost 
castle of the consolidated systems, announcing 
that hereafter no employe of the systems can get 
a pass to any point off the division on which he is 
employed. He can obtain a reduced rate ticket, 
but passes in such profusion are no more. 
Another order that is agitating tlre boys is the 
one prohibiting the use of tobacco by any of the 
clerks whilein the building at work. Nothing 
loud has been said yet, but it is easily seen that 
an undercurrent of dissatisfaction exists. 

At the meeting of the St. Louis committee held 
at Commissioner Fink’s office Mas 16, at which 
the Commissioner decided that the Wabash, I. 
& St. L. and O. & M. had been guilty of short 
billing and would have to turn into the poola 
total of 40,000 tons of freight, it was re- 
svived that hereafter all® grain shipped from 
St. Loum or East St. Louis, whether bilied to a 
pool pont or not, it must be reported to the pooi 
agent atonce.

Tbe hauling of regular weekly refrigerator cars 
is being made a specialty by the C., Bb. & Q. These 
cars are of the latest improved refrigerator pat- 
terns, are iced and otherwise appointed before 
starting out on trips, and are pushed through on 
fast freight time. Within the last ten daysa 


weekly car from Chicago to_ 8t. Louis

Milwaukee and St. Louls, have put on, and only 
yesterday another car between Burlington and 
St. Louis was started out. The routes over which 
these cars are sent runthrough the finest dairy 
regions of the West, and this addition of facilities 
in the transportation of dairy products will be an 
item of no little interest to St. uis. 


The trip of inspection of the St. Louis and Cairo 
Railroad was made by the Illinois Railroad Com- 
missioners yesterday. The party consisting of the 
Commissioners andjsupt. Chas. Hamilton and G. 
Fr. A. Smith, of the road, left East St.. Louis in a 
special train of two coaches yesterday morning at 
8:25 o’clock, and the trip to Cairo, 152 miles dis- 
tant, wasimade by 3:15 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, including stops along the road of at least 
two hours. The return trip was made 
in much slower time, Superintendent Hamilton 
on the down trip having fully demonstrated that 
a uarrow gauge engine can run forty miles an 
hour without any difficulty. The Commissioners 
expressed themselves as véTy much surprised at 
the excellent condition of the road and its ap- 
pointineuts, and well satisfied with the manage- 


ment. The road has been under its 
present management only since Jan- 
uary, 1881, but in that time has _ been 


greatly improved andis now not only self-sup- 
porting, but a dividend-paying enterprise. 


As announced in these columns several days 
ago,a joint agent to represent the Louisville, 
Evansville and St. Louis Railway, better known 
as the Louisville and St. Louis Air Line, and 
Leve &.~Alden, the Well-Known tourist and ex- 
cursion managers, has been appointed 
in this city.

EASY DIVORCE. 


Over One Hundred Cases Filed in 
Washingtonina Year. — 
Mrs. Belva Lockwood, the Female Law- 
yer, Discusses the Subject—She Thinks 
the National Capital an Easy Place to 
Untie the Knot—The Law in Other 
States. 


Special Correspondeffve of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 17.—Over one 
hundried divorce suits were entered in the 
equity courts of the District of Columbia 
during the year ending to-day. The result 
has not been quite one hundred divorces, for 
some of the cases are still pending. But in 
most of the cases where final action has been 
taken the applicants have been 
granted a divorce and each has taken 
up his or her burden of life singly. 

“Whatisthe reason of it?’ your corre- 
spondentiasked of Mrs. Belva Lockwood, the 
noted female lawyer, as she sat im her par- 
lors on F street to-dav—‘“‘what is the reason 
that so many divorces are granted here. Is 
Washington an especially easy place in 
which to obtain a divorce ?”’ 

‘J don’t know,”’ she laughed, “If have got 
a good many of ’em here, though I don’t 
profess to be at all a divorce lawyer. Isup- 
pose I have had something like seventy-five 
cases here in Washington, and when there 


are good grounds {[ find no difficulty in get- 
ting divorces. If there are not good grounds 
l wont take them.” 

She sat erect as she talked, spoke vigor- 
ously and checked off her sentences with her 
right hand, in an argumentative way. The 
room in which she sat was a parlor just 
above her law office, which occupies the 
basement front of the house, which is a resi- 
dence in the business er of the city. he 
wed was rather plainly furnished. The

“I never take adivorce case,’”’ she conutin- 
ued, “unless there are good grounds for di- 
vorce. That being true, 1 find no difficulty 
In procuring divorces here, and if we are 
to judge by my experience, it might be said 
that divorces are easy in Washington.” 

“But, compared with other cities and 
States, how do the divorce laws and cus- 
toms here seein to be?’ 

‘I think it is easier to get a divorce here 
thanin many other places,” she said. “In 
Boston, now, the testimony 1s all given in 
open court, no matter how bad it may be, 
no matter what the charges or how painful 
for the most sensitive party. Now, here I 
seldom if ever take testimony in the open 
court. When a party wants a divorcee their 
deposition and that of the witnesses is taken 
right here in my office or parlor, They are 
filed in court the proper proceedings had, 
and if there are good grounds for divorce 
under the law, itis granted, and that is the 
end of it.’’ 

“And are the requiremeents of the law 
less than those in other States?” 

“Yes, less than those in some States. In 
New York, for instance, it is much more 
difficult to get a divorce than here. Yet the 
laws here are not especially lax in that re- 
gard—they only grant divorce for desertion 
during a.term of two years, for adultery, 
cruelty, larceny and some modifications of 
these general causes. Then. no attention will 
be paid to applications for divorce, unless the 
persons have been residents of the District 
for two years or more. People often come here 
from Virginia, Maryland and from points 
further away to get divorces, but they don’t 
getthem. Idon’t think thisis at alla fa- 
mous place like Indiana, or Utah, or Connec- 
ticut, where a divorce may be had aimost for 
the asking, butit isa much more satisfac- 
tory place for such a proceeding than some 
other cities I could name.” 

Yet, when it is remembered that the resi- 
dent population of Washington—omitting 
the floating population, whicn has not a two 
years’ residence here—is but about 175,000, it 
brings a ratio which, if applied throughout 
the United States, would give 30,000 divorces 
a year.

itis found that a marked difference exists. 
In New York the causes on which divérce 
are allowed are force or fraudin obtaining 
the marriage, lunacy or idiocy, a prior mar- 
riage, the husband or wife still living, in- 
competency and marriage below a cer tain 
age. Thus several causes which apply in 
Washington, four which divorceis granted in 
here, are not allowed as factors in divorce in 
New York. 

There is a great variety ‘in the 
divorce Jaws of the country. in Maine it is 
said to be easier to geta divorce than to get 
adrink. The lawreads: “Divorces may be 
decreed when tue Judge deems it reasonable 
and pioper, couducive to domestic harmony 
and consistent With the welfare of society.” 
In North Carolina the law says: ‘‘Any just 
cause at the discretion of tne Judge” may 
dissolve the marriage tie. In Virginiaif a 
woman is discovered before marriage to have 
borne a bad character atcer marriage, with- 
out the knowledge of the man who married 
her, be may be divorced. In West Virginia 
the shoe goes uponthe other foot, andif a 
woman discovers that her husband wasa 
genuine rake before marriage she may 
unmarry. In Comnecticut the law prv- 
vides that ‘‘such mischief or misbehavior 
as permanently destroys happivess and de- 
feats the purposésof marriage” shall con- 
stitute a legal ground for divorce, In Geor- 
gia’mental incapacity is legal ground for di- 
vorce. In Alabama,adultery or immorality 
committed before marriage, as well as after, 
dissolves the marriage tie. In Delaware 
adultery itself is not, in all cases, considered 
a sufficient cause for divorce. In Nevadaa 
failure to provide the necessaries of life is 
sufficient grounds. Kentucky is said to per- 
mit divorce for one of a larger number of 
causes than any of the other States.

SOUTHERN CHIVALRY. 


The Harm Scott’s Novels Have Done 
the Southern People. 


In Mark Twain’s new book “ Life on the 
Mississippi,” there is a charming account of 
New Orleans of to-day and its life. The 
general aspect of the city remained un- 
changed, but it had become the best lichted 
city in the country, and a greatimprovement 
in its journalism was remarked. He praises 
the strong, compact, direct, untlowery style 
of the New Orleans editor, but criticises the 
reporter, quoting, for example, the following 
from an account of a river trip: : 

“On Saturday, early in the morning, the 
beauty of the place graced our cabin, and 
toe of her fair freight the galiant little 

at glided up the bayou.” 

‘*Twenty-two words to say the ladies came 
aboard and the boat shoved up the creek is a 
clean waste of ten good words, and is also 
destructive of compactness of statement. 
The trouble with the Southern reporters is— 
women. ‘The unsettle him; they throw 
him off his balance. He is plain and sensi- 
ble and satisfactory until a woman heaves in 
sight. Then he goes all to pieces; his mind 
totters, he becomes flowery and _idietic. 
From reading the above extract, you would 
imagine that this student of Sir Walter 
Scott isan apprentice, and knows next to 
nothing about handlinga pen. On the con- 
trary, he furnishes plenty of proofs in his 
long letter that he knows well enough how 
to handle it when the women are not around 
to give him the artilicial flower complaint.’’ 

‘Southern chivairy”’ does not find much 
favor at the author’s hands, and he lays tlie 
blame at the door of Sir Walter Scott. He 
speaks ofthe awakening of the world to free- 
dom by the Freneh Revolution, and goes on: 
**Then comes Sir Walter Scott with his en- 
chantments, and by his single might checks 
this wave of progress, and even turns it 
backs; sets the world in love with dreams 
and phantoms; with decayed and swinish 
forms of religion; with decayed and degrad- 
ed systems of government; with the silli- 
nesses and emptinesses, sham grandeurs, 
sham gauds and sham chivalries of a brain- 
less and worthless long vanished society. 
He did measureless harm; more real and 
lasting harm, perhaps, than any other indi- 
viduaithatever wrote. Mostof the world 
has now outlived these harms, though by no 
means allof them; but in our South they 
flourish pretty forcefully still. * * * But 
for the Sir Walter disease the character of 
the Southerner—or Southron, according to 
Sir Walter’s starchier way of phrasing it— 
would be wholly modern, in place of modern 
and medizval mixed, and the South would 
be fully a generation further advanced than 
itis. It was Sir Walter who made every 
gentleman in the South a Major ora Colonel, 
or a General, or a Judge before the war; and 
it was he, also, who made these gentlemen 
value these bogus decorations. For it was 
he that created rank and caste down there, 
and also reverence for rank and caste and 
pride and pleasurein them. Enough is laid 
on slavery without fathering vpon it these 
creations and contributions of Sir Walter. 
* * * A curious exemplification of the 
power of a single book for good or harmis 
shown in the effects wrought by Don Quixote 
and those wrought by Ivanhoe. ‘The first 
swept the world’s adimiration for the mediz- 
val chivalry silliness out of existence, and 
the other rostored it. As far as our South is 
concerned the good work done by Cervantes 
is pretty nearly a dead letter, so effectually 
has Scott’s pernicious work undermined it.

With this ciass 
the eye-glass is of no earthly use, except asa 
means of injuring the eye. Such glasses 
have no magnifying power, and are as value- 
less to the weak or delormed eye as the 
single eyeglass. Single eye-glasses are 
worn only Englishmen, Angloinaniacs 
and idiots. The party who wears one—it is 
always a man—may be at once set down as a 
snob. There will be no mistake. As a few 
‘men about town” wear the single eye- 
glass, and a few actors wear them 
on the stage, they have attained a cer- 
tain amount of popularity, mainly among 
the classes mentioned.

They.are easier tu wear 
and do not injure the nosein any way, which 
the pinching of the eye-glass frame does 
sometimes. Ihe frame ot the spectacle is 
desirable because it holds the glass firmly in 
its place. The eye-glass is in a constant 
state of unrest. Asa result, particu'arly 
where the glass is either a double convex or 
double concave lens, the mMaguilying power 
is constantly varying. ‘The variation is 
slight, to be sure, but it exists to a sufficient 
degree to cause injury to theeye. ‘hat is 
one of the reasons why people who Wear eye- 
glasses find it mecessary to purchase new 
giasses of constantly increasing power. They 

nerally ascribe the result to old age. It 
sn’t advance in years so much as it is eye- 
glasses that causes the trouble.

A GIRL NIAILIST, 


The Romantjc Story Brought Out at the 


Recent Trialin St. Petersburg. 
From the New York Sun. 
On the very eve of the Czar’s coronation 


severiteen members of the Russian Social- 
Kevolutionary party have just been tried in 
this city, and in Odessa twenty-six members 
of the same party are now ou trial. 


All the seventeen men aud women were 


proved to be Terrorists, and were condemned 
for various criminal acts committed in the 
last five years. Soit seemsthat these men 
and women for five years successfully evaded 
ail the snares of the police. ‘The same holds 
true of hundreds of other Nihilists. What 
an encouraging demonstration of the 
efficiency of the Czar's police. 


This Nihilist trial, like former ones, had 


its romance. Last year Michael GrachevefKy, 
a Terrorist, was ordered by the Executive 
Committee to establish a _ technological 
school wherein Nihilists should be taught to 
inanufacture explosives and make bombs. 
lie persuaded a successful veterinary sur- 
eon, Alexander Pribyleff, and his intended 


ride, Miss Raissa Grossman, to rent a sep- 


arate house for him. In order to accommo- 
date the Nihilists, the surgeon = and 
his bride burried up their wedding. Lo 
their new house they received from 
their friends many queer wedding-presents, 
suck as bottles of nitro-glycerine, boxes of 
dynamite, electric-batteries, and the like. 
The committee sentg@hem the daughter of a 
priest, Mary Youshkof!, as an ‘experienced 
cook.” Besides attending to tue gaatron- 
omic needs of the family, she haul to wash 
nitro-glycerine. ‘Thus the Pribyleffs began 
their married life, ‘They had a small circle 
of selected friends, among whom were Prof. 
Grachevsky, who delivered lectures in their 
house on explosive machines and bombs, 
with “demonstrations;’ Lieutenant of the 
imperial Navy Alexander Butzeviteh, a 
specialist on mines; Michael KlimenRK&,a 
‘Lerrorist, who ran away frow the Siberian 
mines; Miss Christine Griuveryg, and Mrs: 
Anna Korba, who proved successful stu- 
dents in the chemistry of dyuaiuite. 


When the house of the Pribyletfs was en- 


tered by the police, a laboratory was discov- 
ered in perfect working order. ‘There was 
an ample supply of glycerine, sulphuric aeid, 
pyroxiline, three demijoiuus tullof nitro- 
giyeerine, andsoon. but the attention of 
the Czar’s detectives waé hailed to some 
queer-looking tin boxes, which proved to be 
bomvs ready for use. They were found to 
bea decided improvement on tiie one by 
which tie late CZar was killed. ‘hey were 
made in the shape of square, tlat boxes with 
a cover, and were said to be very convenient 
to carry concealed in the clothing.

Tne gendarwe officers suggest tyat 
at Moscow the lvaus shail be Keptse faraway 
frou. ihe Czar that he shall” be out oi reach 
of their caps. But everybody who knows 
Moscow is aware that sucha plan’ would be 
impracticable. And so tar his Majesty, in- 
stead of being cheered by the Caps, will trei- 
bie at their very shadow.

the gendarmes discovered a large collection 
of Government seals and many official 
ass-blanks.

The Monster Prison of Europe. 
From the London Daily News. 


The largest prison in Europe is the House 
of Detention, which has just been compieted 
at Berlin. This enormous edifice comprises 
six separate buildings, to which ‘have been 
transferred all the prisoners awaiting trial 
who have hitherto been confined in the vari- 
ous prisons of Berlin. ‘The prison for men 
consists of a ground floor and four other sto- 
ries, with 732 separate cells, dormitories tor 
195 prisoners, besides forty rooms for turn- 
keys and sleeping accommodations for 118 
attendants. Each of the 732 celis has a win- 
dow ten feet high. ‘There are six cells in the 
basement for prisoners who are refractory 
to discipline, and in the basement are also to 
be found the kitchens, the bath-roonts and 
the heating apparatus of the prison. The 
interior part of the prison is constructed of 
iron, andis so built that all the corridors 
look out upon a central hall woich conunands 
a view of every cell. The prison for men, 
which is separated from the rest of the buiid- 
ing by a wali sixteen feet high, also contains 
achapeland four large exercise grounds. 
The prison for women Contains only 110 
cells and fifteen large dormitories, the lat- 
ter of which are divided into sections, each 
containing a bed, which can be locked up

The theatrical year isin articulo mortis, 
which is a recondite and awe-inspiring way 
of stating the plain fact thatthe play-shops 
are putting up their shutters for the summer 
The Olympic and Grand Opera-house close 
their doors to-night, but the People’s and 
Pope’s will make an effort to keep the pulse 
of pleasure beating a week or two longer. 


As far as I can gather from the 
statements of managers __ this season 
has been eminently satisfactory il 4 


financial sense—not so much so, perhaps, as 
the season before this, but sufficiently so to 
cause the managerial heart to beat joyously. 

The profits of individual managers are 
placed by themselves at from $20,000 to $40, - 
000. The element of exaggeration, however, 
is the largest ingredient of a theatrical man’s 
language. Hence, it may be well to cut close 
in pruning the fictions with which these 
statements are trimmed. 

Artistically, the season has not amounted 
to a hill of beans. 1 do not think it has pro- 
duced a single new feature worthy of preser- 
vation, while it has made all the plainer the 
fact that many of the old so-called attractions 
should have gone long ago. 

The public are growing tired of bac acting 
in poor plays, and for the past ten months 
they have very generally manifested their 
disposition to let hamfatters expend their 
energy on the orchestra, the chairs and other 
articles, that were fastened down and 
couldn’t get away. 

There have been new plays and new play- 
ers, but aone with the probable exception in 
the latter class of Minnie Maddern, who 
promises well in the soubrette line, that are 
worth seeing or hearing of again. 

Lawrence Barrett’s “Francesco de Rim- 
ini,’ was a generous and scholarly 
effect on the nart of an oid favorite to pre- 
sent himself in a new dress, and the partial 
success of the undertaking will be found en- 
couraging by those who are continually 
howling forsomething new and modern trom 
the actors who fill the lield of tragedy.
